cite your Judgement briefly , then to inform it tediouſly ; 
and it ina matter of chat nature, how much more in this, 
wherein your Princely cogitations have wrought themſelves 
and been converſant, and wherein the principal Light pro- 
ceeded from your Selt. 

And therefore, my purpoſe is only to break this matter 
of the Union into certain ſhort Articles and Queſtions , 
and to make a certain kind of Anatomy or Analyfis of the 
Parts and Members thereof; not that Iam of opinion, that 
all the Queſtions which I now ſhall open, were fic to be in 
the Conlultation of the Commiſſioners propounded, For 
I hold nothing ſo great an enemy to good reſolution, as the 
making of too many queſtions ; ſpecially in Aſſemblies, 
which confift of many, For Princes, for avoiding of diſtracti- 
'6n, muſt take many things by way of admittance; and if 
queſtions muſt be made of them, rather co ſuffer them to 
ariſe from others, then to grace them and authorize them, 
-a$ propounded from themſelves, But unto your Majeſtzes 
Private conſtderation, to whom it may better fort with me; 

rather to ſpeak as a Remembrancer, then as a Counceller, I 

have thought good to lay before you, all the Branches, Li- 

neaments and Degrees of this Union , that upon the view 
aad confideration of them and their circumſtances, your Ma- 
Jeſty-may the more clearly diſcern, and more readily call to 
mind, which of thein is to be'imbraced, and which to be re- 
jected ; And of theſe which are to be accepted , which of 
them is preſently to be proceeded in , and which to be pur 
over to further time; And again, which of them ſhall re- 
quire Authority of Parliament , and which are _ co be 
eftected

and ſome others,reſpect Scotland as a Countrey of hoſtility : 
But the Law of 22, of Ed, 4, that endueth Barwick with 
the Liberty of a Staple, where all Scots Merchandizes 
thould reſort , that ſhould be uttered for Eng!and; And 
likewiſe all Engliſh Merchandizes that ſhould be uttered far 
Scotland : This Law beholdeth Scotland only as a Forraign 
Nation.,and not ſo much neither, for there have been eret-. 

[ ed Staples in Towns in England for ſome Commodities, with 
an excluſion and reſtriction of other parts of England, 
& Bur this is a matter of the leaſt difficulty ; your Majeſty 
ſhall have a Calendar made of the Laws, anda Brief of the 
Effet , and ſo you may judge of them: And thelike , or 
reciproque, is to be done by Scotland, for ſuch Laws as they 
have concerning Ezgland and the Engliſh Nation, ;
